The $100,000,000 gold 
redemption fund in the treasury has already 
been reduced to $80,000,000, and Secretary 
Foster's eagerness to t bonds at once 
is first for the purpose of building this gold 
fund up to the one-hundred-million-dollar 
point required by law to be kept on hand.

Washington, February 10.—The cai. 
dar was taken up under rule eight, and a 
large number of bills unobjected to passed, 
generall bills of a local character. The vote

Mr. Hoke Smith Has Been Tendered 
and Has Accepted the Place. 


MR. SMITH’S VISIT TO WASHINGTON 


And Its Purpose—How the Appointment 
Is Regarded in Washbington—Other 
News from Washington. 


Washington, YT ebruary 10.—(Special.)-— 
Now that the talk cf silver legislation at 
this session bas subsided, and those who 
were here from the outside interested in 
pushing the repeal. of the Shermaa bill 
through the bouse without the substitution 
of anything better, have returned home, 
gossip is abundant concerning the strenuous 
fight that has been made. 

There is no doubt that Mr. Cleveland has 

” very much ix terested in the repeal of 

man law. He sent Hon. Don Dick- 
ocial representative to urge 

‘+er’g artival here he 

‘her gentlemen, 
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on that line. 

Mr. Dickinson telegraphed Mr. Smith a. 
others to come to Washington to help on 
their respective delegations. Whether or 
not Mr. Smith activly interested himself in 
the fight for the unconditional repeal of the 
Sherman law further than in his paper 
favoring such action, does not appear. But 
the Georgia delegation voted solidly against 
the repeal untal something better should be 
offered. 

They are all in favor of the repeal of the 
law. as are all the democrats from the 
south, just as soon as the goldbugs assure 
them that ine purpose of the democratic 
platform will b2 carried ont. But they are 
not willing to adopt one section of the plat- 
form without carrying out the, condition on 
which it is expressly based. 

When the democrats agree to carry out 
the democratic platform, the silver question

of the party. 

Mr. Smith’s Appointment. 

The news that Mr. Hoke Smith, of At- 
lanta, had been selected by Mr. 
Cleveland for the position of secretary 
of the interior was not generally 
known in Washington until this morning, 
though there has been taik of it for a day 
or two. It seems that Don Dickinson noti- 
fied Mr. Smith on Wednesday that Mr, 
Cleveland had selected him for the secre- 
taryship of the interior. 

Mr. Smith’s appeintement was not dis- 
cussed very much here today owing to the 
great surprise over the announcement of 
Judge Gresham’s appointment and because 
but few people knew of it. There is, how- 
ever, no doubt about the fact that Mr. 
Smith has been decided upon and has agreed 
to accept the position of secretary of the 
interior. Mr. Dickinson announced that fact 
to several of his intimate personal friends 
last night just before leaving for New York. 
When Mr. Carlisle was questioned abgut the 
matter today by his friends, he stated that 
Mr- Smith had been selected and would 
be secretary of the interior. 

While Mr. Smith did not securé the en- 
dorsement of the Georgia delegation in con- 
gress, with the exception of Senator Gordon, 
because they would have preferred~ Mr. 
Blount—or some other well-known Geor- 
gian—they are not disposed to make any 
comment over the selection of Mr. Smith. 
Mr. Smith and Mr. Cleveland have been 
close personal friends and they believe that 
Mr. Cleveland has a right to select his own 
personal friends as members of his political 
party. 

Me. Smith, as a member of the cabinet, 
will have the hearty support of the Geor- 
gia delegation in the discharge of the du- 
ties he will have to perform. They believe 
he will fulfill the duties of secretary of 
the interior ably and with credit. 

The Hudson River Bridge. 

A strong effort is being made in the house 
to rush through the bill allowing the con- 
struction of a bridge across the Hudson 
river between New York and Jersey City. 
The@ill provides for a landing of the bridge 
on “the New York side at Forty-second 
street. There is some opposition to the 
bill by down-town property holders, whose 
property is increased in value by the fact 
that the ferry boats now land near them. 

On account of the opposition of a minority 
of the house who have resorted to filibus- 
tering tactics to prevent its consideration, 
the bill has had no show up to date. Its 
advocates, however, today secured signa- 
tures from a majority of ‘both democrats 
and republicans of the house to a petition 
to the committee on rules, asking that a 
special day be set aside for its consideration, 
that a special order to this effect be reported 
so that the house may have an opportunity 
to add a cloture amendment to such an or- 


der. 


The prospects are that there will be a very

In order to get into the stillhouse the 
officers were obliged to wade into the 
stream and pass along it before they could 
reach the still. When the deputy marshals 
reached the cave there was a sliding,door 
which was found after much difficulty, as 
it was 10 o’clock Thursday night when the 
raid was made. Inegide the two moonshiners 
were hard at work beating mash for a run, 
and the noise made by them effectually pre- 
vented them from hearing the revenue of- 
ficers outside splashing around in the water. 
Finally the door was located and so intent 
were the distillers upon their work that 
the deputies opened the door and had them 
covered before they were aware that they 
had even been discovered. One of the moon- 
shiners had a self-acting pistol strapped 
around him, but he was unable to make 
a move, so complete was the surprise. 

The deputy marshals destroyed the sixty- 
five gallon still and several hundred gal- 
lons of beer mash. The illicit distillers were 
D. J. Brock and W. D. Jones, who have 
been successfully operating the still for 
nearly half a year. Both men were brought

‘The Notorious Escaped Convict Found at 
Tampa, Fla., 
AND IS PROBABLY CAUGHT NOW 


A Telegram from Sheriff Salisbury Tells 
About Moore’s Visit to Tampa—He 
Is There, No Doubt. 


John Moore, robber, member of the no- 
torious Delk gang and escaped convict, 
has been located at Tampa, Fla., and is in 
all probability in the custody of the officers 
at that place before this time. 

The first intimation the Atlanta police 
department received of the fact that 
Moore’s whereabouts had been discovered 
came in a telegram to Chief Connolly from 
Sheriff M. Salisbury, of Tampa. That tel- 
egram was received Thursday, but was 
kept strictly private by Chief Connolly, as 
he did not wish the matter to get into the 
papers, fearing that Moore would be noti- 
fied that his rendezvous was known to the 
officers, and he was likely to be caught at 
any time. 

Sheriff Salisbury, in his telegram, stated 
that a man named John Moore was in the 
vicinity of Tampa, and he wanted to know 
if he was wanted for escaping from the 
Georgia penitentiary. He gave a fair de 
scription of Moore, so accurate indeed, 
that the authorities here are confident that 
he has the man, and asks if there is a re- 
ward for Moore. He says hands can be 
faid on Moore at any time. 

Chief Connolly replied to the telegram by 
letter at length, giving a full description of 
Moore, stating the facts in the case, and 
asking that he be arrested and held. That 
letter was sent to Tampa the same day 
Sheriff Salisbury’s telegram reached here 
and it reached there yesterday, and Chief 
Conayjly was in hourly expectation yes- 
terday of receiving a telegram announcing 
Moore's capture. 

Now that the announcement that Moore 
is located fu Florida is made it will be re- 
membered that in their search for him three 
or four weeks ago the Atlanta officers 
traced him as far as Macon, where they lost 
track of him and formed the opinios that 
be had decamped for the land of flowers. 
It transpires that they were on the right 
track ail the time. 

lf Moore is caught it is thought that 
sume clue to the whereabouts of Tom Delk, 
the nétorious leader of the Delk gang, can 
be obtained. It was believed that the two 
robbers were together, as they left the 
camps at the same time. A big reward is 
outstanding for the arrest of each of the 
men, and if they are caught the arresting 
officer will get a good pile. 

Moore is one of the most daring burglars 
and house breakers that ever operated in 
or about Atlanta. He belonged to the 
Delk gang, composed of about eigi.t young 
men, who were bound together to plunder 
and rob. Their agreement was drawn ns 
and signed in letters of blood, the bloo 
having been taken from their arms for the 

urpose. ‘The greatest piece of work ever 
gone Dy fhe Atianta Getecfive bureau was 
the hunting down and conviction of this 
gang. The gang rated in Atlanta for 
about two years and were becoming desper- 
ate when they were broken up. 

Chief Connolly expects to receive a tele- 
gram from Sheriff Salisbury today announc- 
ing that Moore has been captured.

Will Hawaii Be Annexed.tu the United States 
by Treaty? 
Washington Special. 

Before twenty-four hours have elapsed it 
ig reasonably certain that the attitude of the 
government on the question of annexation 
of the islands of Hawaii will have been defi- 
nitely announced, Secretary of State Foster 
has had two extended conferences with Pres- 
ident Harrison on the subject today, at the 
latter of which Attorney General Miller and 
Secretary Tracey were also present. What 
was done, if anything, is open only to conjec- 
ture, but there is good ground for the belictf 
that instead of placing the matter ,before 
congress in the shape of a special message 
to both houses the president will transmit 
to the senate for confirmation a draft of a 
treaty with Hawaii which will be ratified by 
the members of the commssion now here tc 
conduct the negotiations in the name of the 
provisional government of the Pacifie islands. 

The secretary of state has enjoined upon the 
commissioners the utmost secrecy, but this 
was hardly necessary. They are here for the 
purpose of inducing the United States to ac- 
Gept the offer of annexation made by the pro 
visional government, and to act with full. au- 
thority as the representatives of that govern. 
ment. There is no doubt as to their wishes 
nor to the form in which they prefer this 
government should give effect to their request. 
It is known that it is their wish that the 
administration shall dispose of the matter by 


sending to the senate a draft of a treaty ac- 


cepting the proposition of annexation.

COUNT DE LESSEPS’S SENTENCE 


Is Denounced by the Paris Papers as Being 
Too Severe. 

Paris, February 10.—Ex-Minister Bai- 
hut, Senator Beral, ex-minister and Deputy 
Antonin Proust, Deputy Dugue de la 
I’aucnerie, ex-Deputy Gobron, Charles de, 
Lesseps, M. Marius fF ontaine, Henry 
Cotteau and M. Blondin were arraigned in 
Palais de Justice yesterday On the charge 
of corruption in connection with the Pana- 
ma lottery bonds bill. The’ Figaro ex- 
presses the belief that the trial will take 
place in the assize court of Seine in the 
early part of March. 

Public opinion is substantially unani- 
mous to the effect that the judgment passed 
upon Count Ferdinand de Lesseps went 
beyond the requirements of justice. The 
newspapers consider all sentences very se- 
vwre and especially that of Ferdinand de 
Lesseps. The Figaro demands the pardon 
of the man who has been one of the glories 
of France. Henri Cotteau and Charles de 
Lesseps have decided to appeal from yes- 
terday’s judgment. 

The discontent caused by the dismissal 
in the chamber of indictments of true biils 
found for corraption against Deputy Rou- 
vier and Senators Grevy, Deves and Ke- 
nault, has moved the parliamentary com- 
mission of inquiry to a renewul of its ac- 
tivity. The commission now proposes to 
summon and examine all deputies who have 
been accused of corruption, whether acquit- 
ted or not, and to obtain Reinach’s list of 
104 men who were compremised by money 
transactions with Reinach, Arton vor Herz. 
The commission pro} ases also to apply to 
the cahmber for additional powers, which, 
if granted, will increase greatly the scope 
and thoroughness of the investigation. 
Should the court of cassation reject the 
appeal of Ferdinand de Lesseps against 
the decision of the court of appeal, his 
name will be stricken from the lists of the 
institute and legion of honor.

Mr. Bynum was asked whether or not he 
had reason to believe that the secretary of 


-the treasury was about to issue the bonds. 


He replied that such was the report. He 
had heard the report from sevérail sources. 
It was reported that the secretary was about 
to issue $50,000,000 in bonds with which to 
secure gold; that the bonds had all been 
taken by a syndicate of bankers, and that 
the gold he had received from the banks this 
week had been given as a part of the trans- 
action. It was his purpose to ascertain 
whether or not the report was correct. 
Foster Venies It. 

The statement was published here this 
afternoon, and also telegraphed to New York, 
that Secretary Charles Foster is now issuing 
bonds, or certificates to be converted into 
bonds, in order to replenish the stock of gold 
in the treasury under the provisions of section 
5 of the resumption act, and that over fifty 
millions are to be issued. 

Secretary Foster, before leaving for New 
York this afternoon to attend the Lincoln 
banquet, authorized an emphatic denial to be 
given to this publication.

NEW YORK, February 10.—The depression 
in Liverpool was very severe eariy this after- 
noon, a decline of 6-64d as compared witb 
yesterday's quotations being recorded at 2 
o'clock, with sales to spinners of but 5,000 
bales. Large buying orders were sent ‘from 
this market, quickly absorbing offerings, and 
bringing about an advance of 3 to 44d witli 
a firm closing. Our cabies state the liquida- 
tion seems about over, the’ weak cotton hav: 
ing passed into stronger hands and a better 
feeling as to the future of the market gaining 
the upper hand, Our market opened easy at 
8 points decline from yesterday, deciining un- 
til the quotations recorded a drop of 11 points. 
At this point the demand absorbed the sup- 
ply with every indication of buying from 
strong houses with Liverpool connections. 
The advance continued until March sold at 
8.08, when the bureau report was read. At 
first under the misapprehension of the report, 
which was’ more than usually unintelligible.

CHICAGO, February 10.—The strength in 
rrain and provisions which prevailed yester- 
day continued during the greater part of the 
session today. On the favorable Michigan 
crop report and the reported light mark¢ting 
of wheat for 1892 in that state, there was 
some feeling of weakness, and the market 
dragged around 78 3-4 for a short time. Later 
reports of higher cables, strong and advanc- 
ing markets abroad, some unfavorable re- 
ports of the condition of fall-sown whect, 
aiso some bad reports of the condition of fa}l- 
sown wheat in France, caused a firmer fevcl- 
ing, with a steady advancing market to the 
close. We notice that those werk my who 
were particularly uncasy as to what is going 
to become of the large visible supply, are 
persons who either have no wheat or are on 
the short side. The holders and believers of 
wheat at the present prices think there are 
three ways in which this visible supply can 
be disposed of: ) 3 
“1. If the outlook for the growing crop should 
be unfavorable the farmérs will retain what 
little they have in reserve and the milling 
and domeste demand will have to be supplied 
from the visible. 

2. At the rate we are exporting—three mil- 
lions of wheat per week—the foreign demand 
would consume most of it. 

2. The present’ holaerg who believe in 
higner prices, would not be very likeiy to 
change their minds should the prospects of 
a partial failure of next year’s crop be at all 
probable. 

Corn and oats were entirely neglected, the 
speculative interest being centered in wheat 
and hog products. <A few shorts attempted 
to buy lard this morning and the market ad- 
vanced in a very few minutes from 12.25 to 
12.70 for May delivery. Pork and ribs were 
not quite so wild, but both sustained a very 
liberal advance. Hoge at the yards still 
continue to bring higher prices than the 
product.

One Congregation in Which They Seem 
to Rule, 


PASTOR CARL BERSH RESIGNS 


Because the Men Have Been Bun Out of 
the Congregation and the Ladies 
Have Their Own Way. 


“I wish you would take my church notice 
out .of your paper,’ was the request of 
Rev. Oarl A. 5. Bersh, pastor of the Ger- 
man Lutheran church, yesterday evening. 

“You see,” said he, “it is impossible to 
run a church where the women take charge 
of everything. There are not more than 
three or four m‘n in the German Lutheran 
chureh, all of the iest being women. They 
call church meetings, and then claim as that 
they are jadies’ nx etmgs, that men should 
not be preseut. If a man comes he is told 
at once that he is not needed. If he insists 
on going ‘n, they will suspend all business 
until he leaves. The result is that the men 
take no interest at all in the chureb, be 
cause they see that they are not wanted. 

“At first, when 1 assumed the pastorate, 
I used to go w the meetings and occupy the 
position to which 1 was entitled. 1 very 
soon found out that my presence was not 
altogether welcome. They then began call- 
ing them ladies’ meetings, and I was given 
to understand that, as 1 was, unfortunately, 
not a lady, that I could not attend. I did 
not know at first what to make of it, but 
the women were Persistent, and convinced 
me that if I did not know what they meant 
they did. 

“Such being the case, what could I do 
but resign? IT did not preach last Sunday, 
and will not preach any more for that con- 
gregation. I will teach their Sunday school 
until they can make some other arrange- 
ments, but as for teing pastor of a church 
composed entirely of women, I must be 
excused in future. I may join the English 
Lutheran congregation which is being gotten 
up here.”’ 

The rever2ad gentleman spoke slowly, and 
with appareut reluctunce, evidently feeling 
that his position was a most peculiar one. 
The German Lutheran church of Atlanta 
is small in membership but those who be- 
long to it are people of thrift and quiet 
habits, having the entire respect of all who 
know them. 


DR. KENAN’S REPORT. 


The Report of His First Month’s Work 
Turned Over to Mr. Moore. 


The resignation of Superintendant Ken- 
an, of the Grady hospital, will not be acted 
on by the trustees until the regular Iebru- 
ary, meeting. 

Two or three efforts have been made to 
hold a call meeting of the board of trus- 
tees, but a quorum could not be got togeth- 
er, and it was at last decided to let the 
matter go over untid the regular Februa‘y 
meeting. aes 

A great variety of opinion is entertained 
in regard to the resignation, and there has 
been much speculation as to what disposi- 
tion will be made of it. It was believed by 
some that the resignation was written by 
Dr. Kenan in the belief that it would not 
be accepted, and he would be vested with 
the power to run the hospital, the lack of 
which has caused all the trouble that in- 
stitution has experienced. 

On the question of giving the superin- 
tendent more power in the institution there 
seems to be division among the trustees. 
Some believe that Dr. Kenan should be 
given authority to run the institution ac- 
cording to his ideas, and not be hampered 

trustees... Qthers think his powers 
great enough, and will hardly vote to make 
them greater. 

Supefintendent Kenan’s report for his 
first month’s work is now in the hands of 
Secretary of the Board Wilmer Moore. It 
covers a period of hard work, and unusually 
large treatment of patients. The showjns 
made is as follows: 

Patients an ong the hos- 
pital from December, 29, of which number 
there were 7 whitg males, 5 white females, 
10 colored males, 7 colored females. Dur- 
ing January 45 patients were admitted. 
Sixteen of the latter were white males, 7 
were white females, 14 were colored males 
and 8 were colored females. This made a 
total of 74 patients who were treated dur- 
ing the month. They were disposed of as 
follows: 

Discharged, white males, 2; white fe- 
males, 3; colored males, 11; colored fe 
males, 8; total 19. During the month 4 
patients died, 3 of which number were 
white males, and the remaining ons was a 
colored male. ss 

At present there are in the hospital 48 
patients, divided among the colors and sex- 
es as follows: White males, 17; white fe 
males, 8; colored males, 12; colored fe- 
males 11.

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Who Has Given Hime Home and Tried 
to Baise Him Right 


YOUNG CHARLEY RANSOM'S BREAK 


Probably Fatally Hurt Hise Aunt with a 
Maliet—He Is Now in the Lockup. 
Young Skipper Held. 


For assaulting and probably fatally 
wounding his aunt, Charley Ransom, a four- 
teen-year-old white boy, is locked up at the 
police station. The tough youth sits qui- 
etly in his cell, unrepentant and easy of 
mind. 

The assault of which the young rough is 
accused gccurred Thursday night, but Ran- 
som was only arrested yesterday morning. 
He was ordered held on a charge of as- 
sault with intent to murder, but Captain 
Manley had a city case made against him 
for disorderly conduct. He will be held un- 


til his aunt either recovers or dies, when he 


will be tried before the recorder. 

The case against him is an ugly one. 
Young Ransom lives with his aunt, Mrs. 
Mary Ransom,-at 66 Leonard street, and 
has made his home with her for some time. 
She has tried hard to Keep him straight, 
but he is a bad boy, and ‘her efforts have 
availed little. 

Thursday night young Ransom was ex- 
tremely noisy, and his aunt attempted to 
correct him. He grew the more boister- 
ous as his aunt’s words of reproof fell upon 
his ears. His aunt continued to talk to 
him, and finally finding that her words had 
produced no effect upon him, told him to 
leave the house. He was in a ‘terrible 
rage by this time, and picking up # heavy 
wooden mallet he threw it at her with all 
his might. The missle struck her heaviy 
on the back of the head, knocking her to 
the floor insensible. ‘The boy ran off. 

The blow was a serious one, aud neighbors 
had to be called in to look after Mrs. Ran- 
som. A physician was called in, and her 
injured head was attended to. Yesterday 
morning young Ranson, was pointed out to 
Mounted Otlicers Bethea and Patterson, 
and they arrested him, and lodged him in 
the police station. 

Mrs. Ransom is critically ill, and may 
die. Young Ransom will be held until 
there is some change in her condition. ‘The 
youthful prisoner seems to feel no uneasi- 
ness of conscience by reason of his per- 
haps fata] attack upon the lady whw has 
made every effort to raise him correctly. 

Want to Get Skipper Oat. 


A strong effort was made yesterday to 
secure the release of young T. D. Skipper, 
the alleged express robber, who has been in 

e police station for several days. 

His father reached the city yesterday 
morning and immediately began work to 
get his son out in advance of the arrival 
of the Alabama officers. 

He employed Messrs. Hines, Shubrick & 
I’elder to sue out a writ of habeas corpus, 
which they did before Ordinary Dalhoun 
yesterday morning. The grounds upon which 
the Writ was bused were that Skipper has 
been held for four or five days, time amply 
sufficient for the Alabama officers to have 
come here and taken him back to Goodwa- 
ter, where he is wanted. ’ 

The hearing came up yesterday afternoon, 
but upon the showing of Sergeant Jennings, 
of the police force, who had young Skipper 
in charge, he was remanded back to the 
custody of the police department until Mon- 
day morning. This was done to allow the 
Alabama officers to get here. Sergeant 
Jennings showed to the ordinary that young 
Skipper was badly wanted in Goodwater, 
Ala., on two counts. He is wanted badly 
by the express company for stealing a 
package, and by his bondsmen o” another 
case of robbery. A telegram was received 
by the police department yesterday from 
the Alabama officers stating that they would 
be in Atlanta soon. If the officers do not 
get here before Monday young Skipper will 
most likely be released.

Captain Thompson and Callman/Beavers 
have been working on the case, and from 
what they have learned they feel more 
than ever confident that they are on the 
right track. They have been industriously 
at work on the case for more than a week.
